Bombarded a Town 


Vladivostok, JIarch 7.—A flert of 


five Japanese battleships .and two 
cruisers appeared off this place at 1:1'5 
o'clock Sunday afternoon and bom- 
barded the town and stioru batteries 
for fifty-five minutes. 


Tho (loot approached from thu di- 


rection of Askold Island, at tho east 
entrance to Usurl bay. about thirty- 
two miles southeast of Vladivostok. 


Entering Usurl bay the enemy form- 


ed In lino of battle, but did not cp-> 
pro'ach to a closer range than a mile 
and one-third. They directed their flro 
agnlnst tho shore batteries and tho 
town, hut no damage resulted, as most 
of the 200 lyddite shells fulled to 
burst. 


Batteries Are Silent. 


Tho Russian batteries, cotnnmnded 


by Gens. Vcronotx and 
Artnmonoff, 


did not reply, awaiting a closer ap- 
proach of tho enemy. 


Tho Japanese fire ceased at 2:20 


p. m. and tho enemy retired In the di- 
rection of Askold Island. Simultan- 
eously two torpedo boat destroyers ap- 
peared near Askold Island and two 
more near Cape Maldel. The Japanese 
ships were covered with Ice. 


Tho attack resulted In nojoss to tho 


Russians, but cost tho enemy 200.000 
rubles ($100,000) in ammunition. Most 
of the projectiles were six and twelve 
inch shells. 


Tho population of Vladivostok was 


warned In the morning of the presence 
on tho horizon of a hostile fleet and 
tho prospect of attack during the day, 
but It remained tranquil. 


CONCEAL LOSSES. 


First Reports Deny 
Fatalities, 
but 


Later Ones Admit Five Deaths. 


St. Petersburg, March 7.—First dis- 


patches from Vladivostok denied any 
losses to tho Russian forces from the 
Japanese bombardment. Later In tho 
evening It was admitted that perhaps 
a few Chinamen had heen hit. 


Later at 'night private dispatches 


•were received to the effect that live 
Russians wore killed, four sailors and 
tho wife of an engineer.' 


It Is apparent that tho Japanese' 


were afraid to risk exposing their 
ships to the plunging fire of tho land 
batteries and It Is considered proba- 
ble hero that the attack was really 
for the purpose of drawing the fire 
of the Russian forts, compelling the 
Russians to disclose tho position and 
caliber of their guns, and also for the 
purpose of .ascertaining "whether tho 
Russian squadron Is in port. 


Japanese Plan Falls. 


If this was the object of the Jap- 


anese It Is believed to havo falli-d 
signally, as tho batteries did not flro 
a shot, and If the squadron Is In port 
It could not be seen from the Jap- 
anese position In the liay of Usuri 
on account of tho hlsh land which 
rises from tho coast on that side, ob- 
structing tho view of the Imrlxif.

The public, while It la familiar with 


the general naturo of the panic as 
plnycd In the tanks of athletic clubs 
and of Y. M. C. A. liullcllngH, known 
comparative!}- little of the details and 
technical points.' 
Therefore a brief 


discussion of them will not K<> amiss. 


In water polo there are six men to a 


•Ide. They are divided Into forwards 
and backs, with one ponl keeper. 
Halves of nix minutes are played. The 
goals, which are situated at either end 
of the tank, are boards four feet long 
and one foot wide. They overhung the 
edge of the tank and arc about six 
Inches nl>ove the-level of the water. 
The game Is played with a white rub- 
ber baU a little smaller than the associ- 
ation football. A Koal Is made when a 
player K^ts past his opponents and 
touches the opposing goal with the hall 
held In his hand. A goal counts one.

this amount with tho old company, 
giving It GO per cent and retaining 40 
per cent. 


"Under this arrangement, nnd ac- 


cording to nil tho now Panama Canal 
company lias to show nt this time. It 
cannot deliver tho cnnal over to tho 
ownership of tho United States. All 
It ha* to sell Is this contract, and If 
tho United States should pay It 940,- 
000,006 It only would bo buying the 
right to build the cannl nnd to retain 
40 •fl'tr cent of'tho profits after th\i 
expenses wero paid. They would bo 
acquiring no property and would re- 
colvo nothing but a partnership with

Fltz- 
Stephen, in the twelfth century, re- 
lates that "when the great fcnne or 
moore (which wntrnth the walls of tbo 
cltle on the north side) is frozen, ninny 
young men play upon the yce." The 
skates were crude,, but .seem to have
